In financial and speculative circles there is 
evident expectation of a decision favorable to 
Standard Ou. This has been indicated by 
the booming stock market of the last two 
days, during which nearly 2,000,000 shares 
of various stocks were sold on the New York 
stock exchange. 

Standard Oil shares themselves have been 
moving upward, showing a price 50 points 
higher yesterday than the quotations at the 
beginning of the present month. 

On the curb market yesterday the sales of 
Standard Oil were more numerous than 
‘usual, amounting to eighty-four shares, 
the price of the stock rose to 650, against 
Monday's high point of 640. 


Awaited with Much Concern. 


Whichever way it goes, the decision ts 
awaited with the utmost concern. A decision 
of the United States Court of Appeals usual - 


District Attorney Sims, who has spent so 
many wakeful nights studying the oll case, 
was uncertain of the outcome. He had re- 
cefyed no news as to the contents of the doc- 
ument to be opened in court today, 

„Ot course, said Mr. Sims, I believe the 
trust guilty and I also believe that there were 
no technicalities which might lead to a re- 
versal by the upper courts. However, I can- 
not discuss a probable decision of the review- 
ing court now.” 


Quickness of Decision a Pointer. 

But another representative of the govern- 
ment who played a prominent part in the 
prosecution of the oll trust entered into a 
more explicit statement of his reasons for 
expecting a favorable decision, 

„ Such an early decision on the part of the 
judges making up the court of appeals to me 
indicates a decision in which Judge Landis 
is affirmed,” said he. An unfavorable de- 
cision always entails the collection of much 
legal data and, consequently, the expenditure 
of considerable time. 

“Aside from this is the fact, which was evi- 
dent to all throughout the trial, that not only 
the prosecuting attorneys but Judge Landis 
was particular to see that nothing crept into 
the records that might be construed as a 
technicality upon which the ofl people might 
secure a reversel from the upper courts. All 
indications are that the fine will be affirmed 
and that the Supreme court will stand by the 
reviewing cpurt's decision.” 

It ie believed possible tliat the court may 
be divided; that Judge Seaman will dissent 
from an affirmative decision. Another rumor 
was that Seaman and Grosecup would re- 
verse the Landis decision, with Baker dis- 
senting. 

Many Shades of Decisions, 

There are many shades of decisions which 
are within the powers of this court, includ- 
ing everything from one which would be dis- 
tinctly favorable, to the contentions of the 
government to one favoring the trust. 
Among these probable decisions are these: 

Affirming court which found trust guilty of 
accepting rebates. 

Setting aside Judge Landis’ gne on technical 
grounds and remanding case Sack to original 
court for new trial. 

Abating fine as extortionate and confiscatory. 

Abating fine éntirely and reversing lower 
court’s decision. 

Judge Groascup, however, himself made a 
remark last evening that practically removes 

these possibilities other than a direct re- 
versal or direct affirmation. 

“As to the result,” said Judge Grosscup, 
it will de either reversed or it will de 
affirmed."’ 

“There are strong rumors that the Court 
of Appeals will affirm Judge Landis’ judg- 
ment,” wal suggested to the Judge. ** Well, 
1 am not at liberty to discuss that,“ replied 
the judge. The decision will be handed 
down tomorrow morning.” 


Indictments Two Years Ago. 

The indictments upon which the big fine 
was assessed were returned by the federal 
grand jury on Aug. 27, 1906, ; 

Originally there were ten of these indict- 
ments, all of which related to the shipment 
ot oll from Whiting, Ind., to various points 
in IiMnois and Missourt. Probabiy the most 
important of these shipments—as far as court 
evidence was concerned—involved the Chi- 
cago and Alton road. | 

The fret two indictments contained 1,908 
| and 184 cOunts respectively and referred to 
} shipments made over the Alton from Whit- 
1 to Bast St. Louis. On each and every one 
of these shipments it was proved the oll con- 
cetn had been paid rebates.

Another Woman Accused of Plot- 
ting to Make Testimony. 


GIRL TELIS OF “SCHEME.” 


She Was Rehearsed fn Part She Was 
to Play in Court Room. 


New York, July 21.—[Specital.}J—Mrs. Ben 
Teal, in whose apartments a private detec- 
tive and a woman were arrested on Monday 
on the charge of manufacturing evidence 
egainst Frank J. Gould in the suit for divorce’ 
brought against him by his wife, was arrest- 
ed this morning on the same charge. 

She was arraigned befors Magistrate Cor- 
rigan in the Tombs police court and released 
in $5,000 bail tonight. She insisted that she 
was innocent. Ben Teal, her husband, a 
stage director, said he had nothing to say. 
Pritate Detective Harry 8. Mousley, who 
was arrested with Mrs, Fleming, today fur- 
nished bail for himeelf in $5,000. 

While tie prisoners were wondering as to 
what was going to happen te them Mabel 
MacCausian, the 18 year old girl who says the 
detective and the two women tried to get her 
to swear falsely against Mr. Gould, was pour- 
ing a long story into the ear of Assistant 
District Attorney Hart. It took him about 
three hours to hear it, and then to get it in 
the form of an affidavit. Those who read the 
affidavit said that if the girl wag telling the 
truth the scheme to get her to testify was 
one of the most brazen and at thé same time 
crude proceedings that ever had been at- 
tempted. 

5 Substance of Girl's Ada vit. 

Miss Maccauslan says she went to Mrs. 
Teal’s apartments on July 16, and found 
Mrs. Teal and Miss. (as she is described in 
the affidavit) Fleming there. Mrs. Teal 
asked fier jf she wanted to earn some money, 
and she said she did. Then Mrs.. Teal said 
Miss MacCausian knew she had subiet her 
apartments to Miss Bessie De Voile, the 
actress, and that Mr. Gould had been calling 
on her. 

Mrs. Teal said Mise MacCausian had been 
to her apartments and knew the arrange- 
ments of the rooms. Then Miss MacCausian 
was asked to describe the rooms. She did, 
and Mrs. Teal, according to the affidavit. 
said: “You are just the one I want.” At 
another time Mrs. Teal was quoted as say- 
ing: “The stronger the evidence against 
Mr. Gould the more alimony Mrs. Gould 
will get.“ : 

Miss Fleming said she didn't know any- 
thing about the arrangement of Mrs. Teal’s 
apartment.

GOVERNMENT MAY TAKE CASE | 


Relatives Fear Postal Authorities Will 
Start Prosecution. 


New York, July 21.—[{Special.)—John Alex- 
ander Van Rensselaer, who was arrested on 
Monday on complaint of the chilef of police of 
Newport, R. I., after he had sent a threaten- 
ing letter to his mother, Mrs. John King Van 
Rensselaer, was committed to Bellevue hos- 
pital for observation as to hie sanity by 
Magistrate Corrigan of the Tombs police 
court today. This was done after Magistrate 
Cerrigan had consulted with Lawrence Lee, 
Van Rensselaer’s cousin, and others of his 
friends, whe believed it to be the best course 
to pursue. 

Young Van Rensselaer, who looked bedrag- 
led after a night spent in a cell at police 
headquarters, chatted with his friends a few 
minutes in court and told them he was willing 
to go to Bellevue. He told them he had been 
drinking and dd not know what he was doing 
when he sent such a letter to his mother. 
The New York police heard from Chief Crow- 
ley of Newport this morning. They told 
Magistrate Corrigan that Mrs. Van Reris- 
selaer did not care to prosecute her son, 


Fear Prosecution by U. 8.

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SUSPECTED 70 BE POISONER 


Willian E. Golden Held to Grand 
Jury at Inquest Over Girl. 


LETTER TERMED A FORGERY 


Testimony Indicates Man’s Connection 
with Ella Blumberg’s Death. 


William E. Golden was held to the grand 
jury by a ooroner’s jury yesterday on sus- 
picion of being the poisoner of Miss lia 
Blumberg. who died in Maywoodon July 15. 

It was reported that Miss Blumberg had 
committed suicide, and soon after her death 
Golden's lawyer showed letters purporting 
to have been written by her which contained ' 
threats to kill Golden also. 

All the testimony given at the inquest indi- 
cated that Golden was directely connected 
with the young woman's death. Mrs. C. F. 
Andrews, 4917 Calumet avenue, Chicago, sis- 
ter of the poisoned girl, said every letter pro- 
duced by Golden’s attorney, H. E. Boughan, 
seemed genuine except one, which she de- 
clared was a forgery. The dead girl's father, 
J: Blumberg, 713 North Fourth avenue, May- 
wood, also said one of the letters was forged. 


Text of Disputed Letter. 

The doubted letter, purporting to have been 
written in New Orleans on June 8 and found 
in Golden’s pocket after he was arrested a 
week ago, follows: . 

“To whom it may concern: If any thing 
should happen to me please notify Thomas 
H. Golden, room 47, 06 Washington street, as 
the longer I Mve the less I ‘see in life. My 
ideas may not be like others, but as I am 
about to lose my best friend I am in a 
despondent mood in my life and I hope this 
world will forgive me for my act and if I 
find an opportunity I will send my love 
before.“ 

Mrs. Andrews and Mr. Blumberg argued 
that the phrasing of thie letter was different 
from the others, likewise the handwriting.

‘ATTACKS FAITH IN MIRAGLES

Prof. Frank Hugh Foster Dis- 
putes Statements of Holy Writ 


REFERS TO TH OONCEPTION. 


Views Given Publicity Through Amer- 


Another Prof. Foster has come forth with 
an attack on the time honored belief of the 
Christian church in miracles. Only a few 
months ago the evangelistic churches were 


held by any one making any claim to Intel- 
lectual honesty. 

Now comes Prof. Frank Hugh Foster of 
Olivet, Mich., with declarations fully as rev- 
olutionary Which he publishes in the July 
number of the American Journal of Theol- 
ogy, lesued yesterday from the University 
of Chicago’ press. He does not discuss the 
possibility of miracles, but inquires into the 
need of them. 

“The argument for miraciesis, in a word,” 
be says, that there is a sufficient reason 
for them in the great need of man.” 

If there was need for them they must have 
performed the function for which they were 
intended. He contends that they did not do 
so. For example, he says: 

“The conception of John is represented as 
miraculous. It was also accompanied by 
miraculous events, the evident design of 
whith was to point out the connection which 
the child to be Sern was to have with the 
Messiah.“ 


“Known Only by Sign of Dove.” 

As the families of John and the Nazarene 
were acquainted it was only natural that the 
miracies at John’s birth would warrant him 
in proclaiming Jesus as the Messiah. But, 
Prof. Foster asserts: 

„According to the EvangeMst John, John 
the Beptist knew the M only by the 
sign of the dove at his baptism. As far as 
the miracle of the vision to Zachariah was an 
evidence of the messiahship of Jesus it failed 
to have the influence to be expectd, being 
reploced by the sign of the dove. But. even 
this did not convince John. Later, tn prison, 
he fell into doubt and sent his discipiestoin-. 
vestigate the messiahship of Jesus. 

In regard to the star teen in the east and 
the angel vision announcing the birth of 
Christ Prof. Foster says: 

„These were apparently intended to intro- 
duce the new born king to the knowledge and 
favorable reception of the world. Did they 
actually effect anything? Nothing, so far as 
the evangelical records inform us. 

“These miracles, therefore, stand in the 
light of ineffective works of God. It is ex- 
ceedingly difficult to believe that they ever 
occurred." 
Refers to the Conception. 

Of the miraculous conception of Jesus he 


says: 

© Paul does not mention it and seems not 
to have heard of it. Ifjhowever, miraculous 
conception was essential to the fact of in- 
carnation: it wouldl seem to be essential 
to th edefense of it; and since Paul does not 
use ‘4 in. the defense it can hardly be that 
he thought it essential to the fact, and if 
it was not essential to the fact it did not 
occur.” 

Concerning the miraci4 of turning water 
into wine at the marriage feast Can in 
Galilee, Prof. Foster says: 

„What influence now, as a sign, did this 
miracle have? Dis it help the delivery to 
man op therevélation of God? The answer is 
not that the ruler of the east H. converted 
or any other hostile member of the company 
buttthat the discipies believed in him. Now, 
these disciples had been gained without any 
miracle that they had themselves seen.“ 


Miracles of Healing. 

Attention is given to the recorded miracies 
of healing, which Prof. Foster says modern 
‘thought finds the least difficulty in accept- 
me. ‘These miracles gave Jesus great pop- 
ularity but, the professor asserts: 

„From the first Jesus seems to have depre- 
cated this effect. Jesus said to a man healed, 
‘See thou say nothing to any man.“ Why 
does he forbid the spreading of the account of 
that which, on the theory that miracles are 
signs necessary to the comveyance of the 
message of the revelation @ the blind and 
hardened hearts of men, would powerfully 
attest his message and open the heart of 
men to it?“ 

One section of the professor's article ig de- 
voted to what he calls incredible miracles.”

CINCINNATI READY FOR CROWDS. 


Cincinnati, O., July 21.—The committee in 

charge of the celebration of Taft notification 
day is rapidly perfecting plans. ‘There will 
be large delegations here from Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Illinois, West Virginia, and © other 
states. The committeemen think the crowd 
will be a record breaker. 
Chairman Robert R. Reynolds has re- 
ceived a letter from F. W. Carpenter, secre- 
tary to Mr. Taft. asking for complete memo- 
randa of the program of exercises, in order 
that the candidate might familiarize himself 
with the arrangements. 

Mr. Taft and his party will come through 
Eden Park at 7 o'clock Tuesday evening, and 
their automobiles will be the only vehicles 
admitted to the park efter 6 o'clock. This 
is necessary to avoid congestion. The pres- 
ident’s salute is twenty-five guns, and the 
committee has arranged to give Taft a 
salute of twenty-four gune. 

Mr. Taft and his party, on the steamer 
Island Queen, accompanied by 100 decorated 
boats, will give the signal for the fireworks 
to start in the park. Chairman terns to- 
day issued a proclamation calling on the peo- 
ple to make Tuesday a holiday and close the 
business houses. 


Building Stands at House. 

Work was commenced today constructing 
platforme and reviewing stands at Charles 
P. Taft’s residence. An elevated platform 
will be erected at the entrance from which 
Mr. Taft will review the parade of march- 
ing clubs that will pass on Pikestreet. On

INDICTMENT OF RHODUS 
BROTHERS EXPECTED TODAY. 


Federal Grand Jury Completes Inves- 
tigation of Company's Affairs and Is 
Ready to Make Report. 


When the report of the July federal wraps 
jury is returned to Judge Kenesaw 
Landis this morning it is expected to contain 


“indictments against the Rhodus brothers, 


whose meteoric flights into the realms of 
frenzied finance have attracted much atten- 
tion. 

The grand jury completed“ tinvestiga- 
tion of the concern yesterday by hearing 
three witnesses whose connection with the 
Rhoduses were close. They are: W. L. 
Sherrill, grand sales agent for the Rhoduges; 
John T. Costello, Texas agent for the com- 
pany; and Frank Beinfold, sales agent from 
Texas. 

None of these witnesses would say what 
be’ told of the business of his employers. 
Each, however, was hot and excited when he 
emerged from the chamber. 

Reports of a mysterious sult case rob- 
bery, in which 510000 worth of Rhodus 
bonds had disappeared, were exploded by 
John T. Burford, who lost the suit case. 
Burford, who was a Tennessee agent for 
the Central Life Securities company, owned 
by the Rhoduses, said that there were no 
bonds in it. 

The grand jury heard evidence against 
Mrs. Anna Pezza, 461 State street, who is 
charged with compelling Caterina Bressi, 2 
years old, to remain in a resort at that ad- 
dress. Joseph Oscher, who was arrested in 
South Chicago on a similar charge, also was 
the subject of an investigation. It is said 
that many indictments will be returned 
against men and women arrested during the 
* white slave crusade.

While disavowing any intention of “ deliv- 
ering the labor vote,“ Mr. Gompers expresses 
the opinion that the worker wil: have to an- 
swer to his fellow workers as well as to his 
conscience if his action in the coming cam- 
paign is contrary to the political course that 


bis pointed out to him: 


Mr. Gompers’ Editorial on Case. 

“ The president and members of the execu- 
tive council of the American Federation of 
Labor,“ says Mr. Gompers in his editorial, 
“attended both the republica nand democratic 
conventions to present labor’s demands and 
ask their incorporation in their platforms in 
a manner which should. clearly affirm the 
position of the workers, especially in rele- 
tion to the abuse of injunction and the right 
to organize and carry on the legitimate busi- 
ness of the organization without being 
classed as trusts under the Supreme court in- 
terpretation of the Sherman anti-trust law. 


These, because they deal with the funda- 


mental principles of right, freedom, and 
justice, are the two most important issues 
raised on the part of labor. 

“The national convention of the repub- 
lican party at Chicago refused to incorporate 
the demands of labor in its platform, and 
instead inserted a plank on [Injunctions which 
indorses the existing abuse of the injunction 
as applied to labor disputes. The democratic 
convention at Denver, on the other hand, 
made labor's demands part of its platform.“ 


Looks Tricky at a Glance. 

Mr. Gompers quotes the anti-injunction 
plank adopted by the republican convention 
and comments as follows: 

“At a glance the plank adopted will be 
seen to be a flimsy, tricky evasion of the 
issue. It is an indorsement of the very abuse 
against which labor justly protests and would, 
if enacted by congress, give statutory au- 
thority for the issuance of injunctions in 
labor disputes, an authority which does not 
now exist. It is a pro-injunction, not an 
anti-injunction declaration. It is worse than 
‘meaningless and evasive,’ as the capital- 
ist and corporation press has designated it. 
It would make more acute the wrongs by 
which the tolilers are forced to bear the un- 
just, judicial burden of injunction discrim- 
ination. 

“That part of the plank declaring that the 
republican party will uphold the authority 
and integrity of the courts is a gratuitous, 
indefensibie and covert irisult not only to the 
men of labor but to the courts themselves.“ 

Not getting what they sought in Chicago 
Mr. Gompers says they went to Denver and 
notes that at the close of the Denver conven- 
tion each member of labor's executive coun- 
cil gave expressions of gratification and ap- 
proval of the democratic platform. 


Gompers Uses Careful Language. 

The call asking workers to support the 
democratic ticket is couched in careful 
language. While it does net take’the form 
of a demand it could hardly be termed an 
appeal. The federation president merely 
takes it for granted that labor will fall in 
line with the given directions. 

„We believe,” he says, that the whole 
mass of workers of the country will respond 
in hearty sympathy with the democratic 
party in the coming campaign. A deliberate 
attempt is being made by the opposition 
press to make it appear that Gompers has 
promised to deliver the labor vote to the 
democratic party.” 

Such a statement,” says Mr. Gompers in 
his editorial, is so absurd as to hardly need 
refutation. We recognize the absolute right 
of every citigen to cast his yote for any can- 
didate and with any party that he pleases. 
Far be it from us to attempt to coerce the 
votes of workers, nor are we so asinine as to 
promise to deliver the labor vote. But we 
do, in all seriousness, urge the workers and 
all good ‘citizens to consider most carefully 
and Ahoughtfully the attitude of the two 
great political parties toward the fundament- 
al rights and principles embodied in labor's 
demands. Study their respective platforms, 
and then wote as conscience dictates. 

Republicans Defy the People. 

The republican party definitely lines up 
with the corporate interests of the country 
and defies the people to help themselves. On 
the other hand, the democratic party in- 
dorses labor's demands and pledges itself to 
carry them into.effect if it is put into power. 

* Werearrestly ask the workers and their 
friends to make the choice which is in oc- 
cordance with their best interests. We ask 
them to remember their moral obligation te 
cast their votes for those who will protect 
and defend their rights. If they fail to do so 
they will have to-reckon with even a worse 
condition of affairs than now obtains. 

“We feel that we need not do more than 
to state the facts above outlined> The work- 
ers and their friends have had experience in 
the last year of what the party now in power 
can do, and intends to do. The feeling of 
outrage and indignation which prompted 
the decision of the workers to use their 
political power to protect themselves, will 
guide them as to how to cast their votes. 
They will elect their friends, and defeat 
their enemies.“

Henry Codman Potter was born in Schenec- 
tady, N. T., May 25, 1835. He was a son of 
Alonzo Potter, once bishop of Pennsylvania, 
and a grandson of Dr. Nott, president of 
Union college. His family removed to Phil- 


adelphia when he was a lad and it was in the 


latter city he was educated. 

n was then he displayed an inherited in- 
¢lination for the church and expressed a de- 
gire to follow his father’s footsteps. He had 
@ course of classical education under the su- 
pervision of his father and Prof. G. E. Hare, 
D. D., and then entered the Theological sem- 


mary of Virginia. He graduated in 1887 and 


received deacon’s orders at the hands of his 
father in St. Luke’s church, Philadelphia. 
He was ordained in Trinity church, Pitts- 
Oot. 15, 1858, by the assistant bishop 
of Penneylvania, the Rev. Dr. Bowman. His 
first pastoral charge was as rector of Christ 
church, Gréenburg, Pa., which he assumed 
immediatety after ordination. 


Consecrated Bishop in 1883. 

In May, 1850, he accepted a call to St. John's 
church, Troy, N. T., where he remained seven 
years. During this period he received a call 
from Christ church, Cincinnati, and St. Paul's 
church, Albany, and was also chosen presi- 
dent of Kenyon college, Gambier, O., but 
deellned all three. 

In 1866 he accepted the position of assistant 
rector ot Trinity church, Boston, and one 
year later was made secretary of the house 
of bishops. The following year he wat elected 
rector of Grace church, New York City, in 
which, after fifteen years’ service, he was 
consecrated bishop Oct. 20, 1883. 

During his rectorship of Grace church he 
received the degrees of D. D. from Trinity 
college and that of LL. D. from Union col 
lege, and was elected bishop of Iowa, but de- 
clined. f

Lincoln, Neb., July 21.—[Spectal.}—With 
prisoners in the state penitentiary pleading 
for work, — hy board of public lands and 
buildings the governor today failed to 
bidder seeking 
the service of the men, The prisoners in 
the past have earned for the state $80,000 4 
year and side money for themselves in the 
sum of $24,000. 5 

Clinton R. Lee is the bidder. He is a 
broom manufacturer with a large plant at 
the prison. He and the state board were 
unable to agree on the pay he should give the 
prisoners and the sum he should pay the 
state for rent and power. Five cents per 
day difference in the prisoners wages was 
the main.source of trouble. 

Warden Beemer is anxious to have the 
men put to work at any price, but de- 
sires the state Ao get all it can. The 
men have not been Working since 
June 17, with the exception of 100, who 
were required to do the prison housework 
and farm work. There are about 435 con- 
victs in the institution at this time. 

The failure of the board to keep the pris- 
oners employed wil] be made a campaign 
issue by the democrats. The convicts have 
been writing to relatives that the state is not 
fulfilling its part t the contract in that they 
were sentenced to hard labor and that the 
labor is not being furnished. 


SPRINGFIELD CITIZENS 
RAISE CRY OF BOODLE. 


Charges of Bribery Made in Connection 
with Passage of Ordinance Granting 
Twenty Year Traction Franchise, 


Springfield, III., July | .21.—[{Special.]— 
Charges of bribery and Hxing are being 
made today as a result of the passage of an 
ordinance granting a twenty year franchise 
to the Springfield Consolidated Railway com- 
pany after a session of the city council last- 
ing from 8 o'clock last everiing until 2 o’clock 
this morning. The ordinance was passed by 
a vote of 10 to4. 

The Jefferson-Lincoln club bitterly opposed 
the granting of the franchise on the liberal 
terms provided by the orf@inance and meet- 
ings were held tn various portions of the city 
to create public sentiment against the council 
passing the mdasure. Speakers at these 
meetings alleged that bribery had been used 
and Frank H. Bode, in astatement published 
this morning on*behalf of the franchise com- 
mittee of the club, intimated that the council 
“had been fixed.” ¢ 

An attempt to have the ordinance sub- 
mitted to the voters of the city for their rati- 
fication failed, the vote being 12 to 2. The 
people had voted by a vote of 6,200 to 2.300 
that questions of public policy should be sub- 
mitted to them. 

The ordinance provides among other things 
for the payment of 2 per cent of the gross 
earnings for the last ten years, At the end 
of the time named for the franchise to expire 
a board of appraisers may be appointed and 
the city at its option may take over the road. 
The fare remains at 5 cents, or six tickets 
for 25 cents, the amendment for 8 cent fares 
being defeated.

Urges Quick Action. 

E. 8. Conway, third vice président of the 
Association of Commerce, urged prompt 
action. “I am tired of seeing men making 
money here and going somewhere else to 
spend it bécpause they are unwilling to remain 
in Chicago,“ he said. The time has come 
for action. We should make the city at- 
tractive.” 

George A. Mason, attorney for the board, 
read a letter from A. A. Sprague, in which, 
‘after agreeing that the elevated structure 
‘would be “unsightly and to be avoided if 
possibie,”” Mr. Sprague expresses his de- 
lief that it is inevitable.

“It seems to me there is only one possi-- 
ble, one best plan,” he said, and that is to 
enable the heavy trucking teams at certain 
points to be placed below the rapidly moving 
and the lighter conveyances. The fact that 
the elevation must be had across the North- 
western tracks indicates another reason for 
its being elevated.“ 

John A. Chapman, agent for Harold F. Me- 
Cormick, who owns forty-eight feet in Mich- 
igan avenue, om the west side, between Lake 
and South Water streets, argued against a 
surface poulevard. 

Mr. McCormick feels,“ he said, that the 
Michigan avenue project is one of such im- 
portance to the city that the persona! inter- 
ests of the comparatively few owners of 
Michigan avenue property between Ran- 
dolph street and the river should not entire- 
ly dictate the policy of the board of local 
improvements.“ 

James H. Van Vlissingen advocated a plan 
by which there should be bridges for light 
traffic and others for heavy teaming. 

Fred K. Root of Peabody, Houghteling & 
Co., said his firm haf been asked to make 
an estimate of the value of land to be taken 
for the improvement, and had therefore 
formed opinions on the question. 

“The question is not whether a limited 
territory or certain pleces of property will 
be benefited or damaged.“ he said, but 
whether a large area of the city will receive 
benefits equaling or exceeding: the cost. 
Jatkson boulevard, which is crossed by 
beavy teams, is a boulevard in name only.”

‘THE BOULEVARD LINK. 


At the hearing before the board of 
local improvements “yesterday the fact 
was brought out clearly that ‘whateyer 
the msthetic arguments in favor of the 
elerated boulevard may be the utilitarian 
argument is based solely on the problem 
of cross traffic. So far as the engineer- 
ing conditions are concerned the surface 
boulevard is practicable, as Tue Trie- 
UNE suggested day before yesterday, by 
a slight depression of the tracks of the 
Chicago and Northwestern railway, and 
this in itself is highly desirable for the 
sake of the Rush street crossing, if the 
Rush street bridge be retained, or for 
the sake of the bridge which may be 
substituted for the present one. 

As to the cross traffic problem Tur 
Trisune is as yet unconvinced that, con- 
sidering the more pressing needs of the 
city, considering the legal doubts as to 
where the bulk of the great cost of the 
elevated boulevard will fall, considering 
the dubiousness of the project from the 
standpoint of sesthetic or other public 
benefits, the inconvenience f cross 
traffic should be removed at so great a 
cost and by so doubtful a plan. 

Tun Trisune has no sympathy with 
property owners, if such there be, who 
would sacrifice the common good and 
defeat a great and meritorious public im- 
provement for the benefit of their own 
pocketbooks. But it does not believe that 
the showing made on behalf of the ele 
vated boulevard plan has thus far justi- 
fied the dismissal of the objections 
against it on any such grounds. If the 
objectors are selfish, they have at any 
rate brought forward sound objections. 
It is well to talk of the general good. 
But to do so is to beg the whole ques- 
tien unless it be shown clearly that the 
general good will be subserved, or that 
the good subserved will be in proportion 
to the cost involved, all circumstances 
considered. 

Tun Trisunm wishes to see a great 
public improvement achieved, but it be- 
lieves that the case on behalf of the 
elevated boulevard, resting, first, on the 
desire to establish a way clear from 
cross traffic, and, second, upon the 
claim ‘of sesthetic beauty, is not, in spite 
of the distinguished.converts it has made, 
of sufficient weight to counterbalance 
the substantial arguments and the seri- 
ous doubts raised against it on financial, 
legal, utilitarian, and even on zsthetic 
grounds.

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THE GREATER CHICAGO. 
The government census, the directory 
estimate, the school census, and the pop- 


ing the number of residents ln Chicago. 
They often disagree in their results. 
The census sometimes disappoints the 
hopeful and ambitious citizen. But a re- 
examination of the figures liy leaves 
the investigator in a satisfactory state of 
mind. 

The returns from the school census 
and the annual directory estimate are 
now due. The latter will exceed the 
former, as it is based upon a multiple 
which may or may not approximate cor- 
rectness. A hint comes from the school 
census enumerators that Chicago's popu- 
lation is about 1,040,000. This is just 
about the federal census bureau esti- 


mate of 1904. To that extent it is dis- 


appointing. 

Between 1880 and 1890 the population 
of the city more than doubled. In the 
next decade the gain was 600,000. An 
examination of estimates of various sort 
gives every reason for thinking that at 
the end of two years more, when the 
next federal census is taken, the figures 
will show just about the same gain over 
1900. ° 

In other words, the indications are 
that Chicago is steadily growing at tae 
average ing of 50,000 to 60,000 a year. 
That it is growing is proved by the evi- 
dences which meet the eye on every side. 
New buildings are being erected. New 
streets are being opened. Traction lines 
find difficulty in keeping up with the de- 
mand for transportation. 

Even more notable is the development 
in recent years of the immediate suburbs, 
to whose homes so many Chicago citizens 
have removed. The greater Chicago at- 
tests the growth of the city. Whether 
the actual figures show a popylation of 
2,000,000 at the present time or mot, 
there is nothing but encouragement in 
the situation. There is a satisfactory 
and healthy growth all the time. 


BRYAN ON CLEVELAND. 

Mr. William J. Bryan describes in an 
article in Collier’s some of the qualifica- 
tions of the model president. He says 
he should have “moral courage.” He 
should be able to detect the sophistries ” 
that are always employed by special in- 
terests seeking “ unfair advantage.” He 
should look on himself as “ committed by 
his platform to certain principles, and 
those principles are binding.” 

Mr. Bryan could have given life and 
emphasis to his observations by mention- 
ing a president—a democratic one at that 
—who possessed these presidential queli- 
fications in ample measure. Few occu- 
pants of the White house bave equaled 
Grover Clereland in moral courage. He 
was an intense party man. He gloried in 
his party’s triumphs and mourned in its 
defeats. But he had the moral courage 
to stand up against his party when it 
went mad over free silver. He knew that 
he would be excommunicated, that most 
democrats would vilify and curse him, 
and’ that his course would contribute to 
the defeat of his party. Yet~he never 
faltered. Mr. Bryan never has favored 
the public with any manifestation of a 
moral courage approaching that. 

Cleveland was able “to detect the 
sophistries” of the silver mine owners 
and dishonest debtors who hankered after 
50 cent dollars. He was not to be moved 


by the appeals of “ special interests for 


free silver legislation. 

The platform on which Mr. Cleveland 
was elected in 1892 pledged the-party to 
the maintenance of “the equal power of 
every dollar at all times in the markets 
and in the payment of debts.” President 
Cleveland kept that pledge, though it 
called for much selling of bonds and buy- 
ing of gold—all contrary to Mr. Bryan's 
wishes. Cleveland incurred great odium 
in many quarters because he kept the 
faith, bat he had that moral courage 
which Mr. Bryan says a model president 
should be endowed with. i 

Certainly Mr. Bryan did not intend 
thut his disquisition on the qualifications 
of a president should be read as à eulogy 
of Grover Cleveland, whom he greatly 
hated. Cleveland did much to prevent 
his election. But the intelligent reader 
will think of Cléveland rather than of 
Bryan when he reads the article,

Of course, his barony being a Sotch one, it 
does not carry with it, per se, a seat in the 
house of fords, but his proclamation as a 
peer by the crown will endow him with the 
right of sitting and voting u the next meet- 


ing of Scotch peers in Holyrood palace at | 


Edinburgh for the election of ‘the sixteen 
delegates to represent their order in the 
house of lords. It is only in the event of 
Lord Fairfax being chosen on.an occasion 
such as this that he can hope to ever sit in 
the house of lords. 

— 


These elections at Holyrood take place on 
the occasion of each general parliamentary 
election, differing in this respect from the 
methods adopted for the choosing of the 
representative peers of Ireland. For, wihere- 
as the latter are elected for life, the Scotch 
representative peers are elected only for 
the duration of a parllament. Whenever a 
new pariiament is summoned a-royal procla- 
mation is posted at the Market oross at 
Edinburgh aud in all the county towns in 
Scotland ordering the election within ten 
days of the sixteen peers by whom the north- 
ern om is represented in.the house of 
lords at Westminster. The meeting at Holy- 
rood ce is presided. over by the duke of 
Mont lord clerk register. The peers 
present vote for their nominees, while prox- 
les are accepted for those who are absent, 
and then the lord clerk register makes his 
return to the clerk of the crown in chancery, \ 
and through him to the clerk of the house of 
lords. 

At these elections at Holyrood the great roll 
of peers of Scotland is read out, each peer 
present, either in person or by proxy, an- 
swering to his name and recording his vote. 
The great roll of peers of Scotland bears the 
date of Lor. since which time no Scotch 
peerage has been created, the only additions 
thereto consisting of peerages created pre- 
vious to that date which had fallen into tem- 
porary abeyance, but which had subsequerit- 
ly been revived by the crown in fayor of heirs 
who had proved their genealogical rights to 
the ancestral honors. If Lord Pairfax 
wishes for election as a representative peer 
of Scotland in the upper chamber at West- 
minster he will do well to proclaim himself 
a conservative, or at any rate a unionist, 
rather than a liberal, for the liberais, béing 
in a minority among the Scotch peers, have 
little chance of election. 

— 


Lord Fairfax, who became naturaiized as 
a British citizen two or three years ago, is 
a descendant of the first Lord Fairfax, but 
not of the third and great Lord Fairfax, the 
victor of Naseby and thé generalissimo of 
the parllamentary forces in the civil war 
against Charles I. This Lord Fairfax, of 
whom Milton wrote: 

„ Pairfax, whose name in arms through 
Europe rings, 
“Filling each mouth with 
praise,” 
and who, having overthrown the monarchy 
of Charles I. by his victories, restored it by 
cotperating with Gen. Monk in bringing 
about the return to England of Charles II., 
left no male issue, but only a daughter, mar- 
ried to the second duke of Buckingham. It 
was his second cousin, a grandson of the 
first lord, who succeeded him in the family 
honors and estates, and the present Lord 
Fairfax is therefore not altogether correct 
when he alludes to this great parliamentary 
commander as his ancestor. 

Lord Fairfax, when he takes his seat at 
Holyrood at the next general election, will 
find there among his fellow Scotch peers one 
other who, like himself, was born a foreigner, | 
and who have been .obliged to get 
letters of naturalization, the earl of 
Newburgh, father of Lady Isabella 
Howard, wife Of that able and popular 
diplomat, Esme Howard, who is now acting 
as British chargé @affaires in the United 
States. Lord Newburgh, who is also Vis- 
count Kynaird and Lord Levingetone in the 
peerage of Scotland, was born an Italian as 
Prince Giustiniani-Bandini, duke of Mondra- 
gone, marquis of Bandini and of Rustano, 
etc., of Rome and of Naples, and on succeed- 
ing ‘through his mother and on her death to 
her Scotch earldom of Newburgh and to her 
other Scotch honors, secured letters of natur- 
alization as a British subject. He, however, 
continues to make his home in Italy, his resi- 
dence at Rome being in the historic Palazzo 
Altieri.

Another former Scotch peer of foreign 
birth, but who now sits in the house of lords 
as a peer of the United Kingdom, is Lord 
Reay, chief of the Scottish Clan of Mackay 
and chancellor of University college, London. 
He was born as a Dutchman, served in the 
Dutch dtplomatic service as Baron Mackay 
of Holland, was chamberlain to the late 


queen of the Netherlands, and was even a 


member of the upper hoube of the national 
legislature at The Hague before the death of 
his father, who never took the trouble to 
secure letters of British naturalization, trans- 
formed him into a Scotch peer, and the High- 
land chieftain of an ancient clan. 

Married to an extremely clever and brilliant 
English wife, the widow of Capt. Alexander 
Mitchell of the Grenadier guards, she in- 
duced him to establish his Scotch honors and 
prerogatives, which he did by means of the 
same procedure as Lord Fairfax—that is to 
say, first securing letters of naturalization 
as a British subject, and then submitting 
bis application, for recognition by the crown 
as a Scotch peer to the committee of privi- 
leges of the house of lords. Gladstone took 
a great liking to him, and induced Queen 
Victoria to transform his Scotch honor into 
a peerage of the United Kingdom, giving 
him as such a seat in the house of lords, and 
since then he has been governor of Bombay, 
under secretary of state for India, and has 
been the first president of the British 
academy.
